DECISION SET
FOR TUESDAY

Contractors to Accept or
Reject Propositions at
Original Rates

CONFER WITH THE MAYOR

McNichol Warns That Readver-
tising Will Cost City Addi-
, tional Millions

Announcement was made today of &
mass-meeting on Monday, September
10, called by the Nonpartisan League
of Philadelphia, to discuss the proposed
transit lease. “All citizens interested
in the Mayor's plan to divide control,
‘fifty-fifty," with the transit company,
are invited to meet at the Parkway
Building, Broad and Cherry streets,”
the league's invitation reads. There
will be two sessionn; the first at 10:30
a. m. and the second at 3 o'clock in
the afternoon.

Independent candidates for Councils
from various wards will be invited to
state their views, and addresses are
also scheduled from 8. Davis Page, thé
veteran leader of reforms in Councils;
Chairman Gaffney, A. Merritt Taylor
and Select Councilman Ira D. Garman,
Representatives of Buninesa Men's As-
sociations ure also asked to state their
views. At the afternoon session rese-
lutions will be adopted.

After an hour and a half of confegence
today with Mayor Smith, Transit Director
Twining and Chlef Engineer Quimby, of
the transit depariment. representatives of
the three contracting fAirms which hold
awards for §15,000,000 worth of work on
the Broad stroet subway and subway das
livery loop, deferred action untll next Tusse
day. when they will notify the Mayor def-
inltely as to whether they will accept or
1eyect the contracts

The conasnsus of opinion at the conclusion
of the confersnce, however, was that the
wreater part, and posaibly all of the cone
tracts, will be accepted at the prices upon -
which the bids svere submitted seven
months ago. In return, the Mayor assured
the contractors that she city would deal
fairly and gensrously with them in the ine
terpretation of the varioss provisions of the
contracth,

WARNE AS TO READVERTISING

Each of the firms had previously sule
mitted requests for concessions from the
city, In view of the Increased cost of Iabop
and materials since bids for the work were
submitted. The Mayor, at the advice of
Clty Solleitor Connelly, Informed the bldders
that the city could not iegally grant the
concensions, although he said that person=
ally he felt the concesilons asifed were just

and fair.

Qenator MeNiohol, head of the Keystons
State Construction Company, which wase
awarded four of the six contraets, warmed
the Mayor that If an agreement was not
reached and it should be nocessary to P
advertise for the work the cost to the clty
would ba between 38,000,000 and §5,000,000
higher than the figures of the present con-
tracts,

Mayor Smith, at the apening of the com=
ference, dlupelled a rumor to the effect that
he would take legal action to compel the
contractors to proceed with the work If an
agreement should fall. The Mayor made
his announcement after F. J. Maclsancs,
of the firm of Smith, Hauser & Maclsaacs,
of New York, which was awarded one of
the six contracts, said that his firm was
ready (o reject the contract. Latek, Mr,
Macisancs recalled his decislon. %
The Mayor sald:

If you do not take the contrmct I shall
make no effort to torce It upon you.

CONCESSIONS ASKED
Although the requests for concessions
made by each of the comtracts were differ-
ent In some respects, in general they
followed two lines. These are:

First, that the city assume ail overs
head charges for the up-keep of the
plants In case the work, after it has been
begun, should be delayed through the
frult of neither the conlractor nor
alty.

ﬁaco" nd, that the clty permit the cons
tractors to follow n different method of

prosecuting the work so long as the
completed contracts should be the same as
provided in the original specifications
In the first case the Mayor sald the City
Holicitor had ruled that such payments
would be lllegal. The Mayor after the
conference, however. sald hat Couneclls
could, after the contraots had been
pass an ordinance to permit the Tranwit
Directof to relmburse the contractors
should such a contingency arise.

Ho far as the aecond concesslon was cons
cerned It was indicated that its application
would depend largely upon the Interpretas
tion placed upon the powers of the Tranalt
Director.
